Before you are the commissioners - Chairman

Michael Gardner, Chief Gerald Reardon and

Commissioner Robert Haas.

If anyone is here for the matter of Curry

& Wok that's been taken off the agenda.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Just before we

begin this evening, Ms. Lint, I would just like

to make a public acknowledgment.
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This is going to my next-to-last hearing

as the Chair. I've been serving in sort've the

seat-warming capacity as a part-time employee of

the City since November of 2010.

I have enjoyed the job a great deal.

I'll maybe say a little more again at the next

hearing.

But I'm very pleased to at least tell

you, although it's a matter of public record,

that there will be a new full-time Commissioner

to the license —-- Chair of the License Commission

starting in about December the 9th.

Andrea Spears Jackson has been offered

and accepted the job as the Chair of the

Commission.

I'm particularly pleased because Andrea's

first job with the City was working as the

Employee Relations Manager in the Personnel

Office where I was serving back in the late
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1990s.

And after a career there, and a career as

the Purchasing Agent for the City, Andrea left to

go to some big jobs in Atlanta. Ultimately came

back to her home town. And after serving with

the Commonwealth for awhile has accepted a

position here. And I'm very pleased she'll be

taking over this job.

She happens to be in the audience this

evening as an observer only. And we agreed we

would make it clear she's here tonight as an

observer only. She won't be participating in any

of the deliberations of the Commission until she

takes over the job in December.

But on behalf of those of you who sort'wve

participate in the world of licensing, I hope you

will welcome her and treat her as professionally

and cordially as I've felt I have been treated.

Application: Nookie, LLC, Nookie Stephen postal,

manager, holder of an all alcoholic beverages as

a restaurant license at 250 Kendall Street has

applied for a change of a d/b/a to Commonwealth.

CHATIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Anyone?

Any members of the public of the public

that would like to be heard on this matter?

(No response.)

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Shall we just

defer until -- you will get a notice to them.

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: Well,

it is strictly a d/b/a change. I know they just

opened on Friday. And I know that they are using

the new name. I'm just wondering if it is a

matter of being overly busy having just opened.

We'll inquire.
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APPLICATION: CDM INTERNATIONAL

ENTERPRISES, LLC, D/B/A O SUSHI

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT:

Application: CDM International Enterprises, LLC,

d/b/a O Sushi, Sunhee Park, manager, holder of an

all alcoholic beverages as a restaurant license

and entertainment license at 104 Mount Auburn

Street has applied to amend their existing

entertainment license to include live music

instruments and/or vocalist with amplification

and a DJ. Applicant is also applying for a

change of d/b/a to O Sushi Restaurant and Bar.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Good evening.

If you would please state and spell your last

name for the records and identify your

affiliation with the application.

ATTY SEAN HOPE: Good evening, Mr.

Chairman and Members of the Commission for the

record Attorney Sean Hope, S-E-A-N H-O-P-E, of
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Hope Legal Law Offices in Cambridge.

I'm here tonight on behalf of CDM

International. I have here with me tonight one

of the members of the LLC, also the director of

operations Christophe Muller.

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: Good evening.

C-H-R-I-S-T-0-P-H-E, for the first name. Last

name 1is spelled M-U-L-L-E-R.

CHATIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Mr. Hope?

ATTY SEAN HOPE: We are requesting an

amendment to our entertainment license to add

live music as well as a DJ with amplification.

Also a ratification for the name change.

As the Commission may remember, this is

-- O Sushi had been open six months.

It was a challenging location from one

aspect where the existing building did not have

gas. There was a previous licensee there,

Conga's, and probably because they didn't have
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the infrastructure for a restaurant and other

issues, their license was transferred to the

current applicants.

They have been open over six months.

This i1is a full-service restaurant and having some

success —-- growing success there. And part of

this application was to increase the live

entertainment as an amenity to the restaurant and

dining experience.

This is on Winthrop Street, which is

known as Restaurant Row. So part of this

additional entertainment license is strictly to

compete with some of the other restaurants on

Winthrop Street.

Particularly I want the Commission to

note that there's no live dancing requested as

part of this entertainment application.

The current layout features a large bar

that seats.
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CHRISTOPHE MULLER: The bar itself?

About 12 people.

ATTY SEAN HOPE: And I think that's

significant because there's actually no room for

any live dancing.

As you have seen with the application,

there's not an amended seating plan, so there's

no intention to use the DJ or live entertainment.

The thought process behind it is to have

a three-piece live jazz on brunches on Saturday

and Sunday as well as going into the evening time

to have really some live music. Less

performances. There's no intention selling

tickets or hosting any type of performances.

This is, again, an amenity to the

restaurant experience.

Regarding the DJ, there's not going to be

a DJ station.

There's an island in the middle but
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there's also a bar that serves sushi and there's

a full alcohol license.

I would say today the DJ is like the

modern version of the juke box. So you can be

playing music on an iPod but this is where we

have a DJ and it's set up.

They no longer spin records. This is all

digital. So if they are hosting an event -- they

do a lot of corporate parties with the

universities and businesses in Harvard Square.

You could go and play certain type of

music and someone could request a song and the DJ

could play it.

It is not in the traditional sense of a

DJ where you are offering some kind of night

life. There's not going to be a station set

up .

This will be someone brought in to have

their equipment to plug in and really will be an
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amenity.

I bring this up because with the previous

licensee there was an i1issue before the Commission

there was a restaurant but they were selling

tickets and having more of a lounge or a club,

which got out-of-hand, frankly, from what I've

heard from the record. And i1t wasn't what the

restaurant used that the License Commission

sought to establish.

So there will be no change. This is a

full-service restaurant.

And this is primarily Jjust to enhance the

dining experience for the establishment.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: What are the

closing hours now?

ATTY SEAN HOPE: So it is 1 a.m. Sunday

through Wednesday. And Thursday Friday and

Saturday it is 2 a.m. And that's consistent with

the other establishments.
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CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: What is the

plan with respect to when entertainment would be

provided?

You mentioned the bunches on Saturday and

Sunday.

What about late evening, what is the plan

there?

ATTY SEAN HOPE: You correct me if I'm

wrong, but for live entertainment probably

starting around 5:00 dinner time, and the

intention, as I said, a three-piece jazz

ensemble. There's a small area by the doors

facing JFK.

We didn't specifically list hours. We

wanted some flexibility for when the DJ may be

coming. It is not the intention that the DJ will

be there every week.

It will someone brought in from outside

because there's a need. And there's really not a
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need -- they do a large volume of lunch during
the week and the weekends -- do you want to add
anything?

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: We definitely, you

know, privatize our restaurant, and that's what

we want do.

Absolutely we don't want to do a

nightclub. And just to have music and be able to

compete with the rest of the establishments in

the neighborhood.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: I understand

that you haven't specified any particular hours

and that you are interested in maximum

flexibility.

Just tell us what at least your vision is

now with respect to what is going to be happening

there from say 11:00 p.m. until 1:30 or 2:00 a.m.

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: We serve food until

1:00 in the morning. And we intend to keep doing
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that.

Which means we have dinners staying at a

table until 1:30. Sometimes quarter of two.

We try to attract more of a bar crowd to

stay at the bar and get maybe a little more

business that way.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: When you say

bar, more for consumption of drinks, not food.

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: Are have a bar and

sushi bar.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: You have to

two separate bars?

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: Yes. We think by

playing the right music and somebody who plays

the right music will have our customers staying

longer in the establishment and bring in new

customers that way.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: What I

understood you to mean when you said the "bar
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crowd," you meant the serving of alcohol in that

bar? Did I understand you right?

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: That, too. We want

to enhance that also.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Are you

familiar with the noise ordinances in the City

and the regulations with respect to how much

noise you —-- can be observed or measured outside

of the building?

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: I'm not familiar with

the exact decibels.

ATTY SEAN HOPE: But, yeah, the intention

is, and we'll keep consistent with Cambridge

noise ordinance and we won't exceed that.

We are right across from Charlie's

Kitchen. Charlie's has a fully open patio there

and they do live music.

The volume of all those -- of all the

restaurants has to be monitored and kept at a
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certain level.

We do have doors that open up on Winthrop

Street. This time of the year they will be

closed so we won't have that spilling out.

But the intention is -- because it 1is

accessory to the dining and there's not live

bands playing and not a performance, I would say

it would be above conversation, but they still

want patrons to be able to eat and enjoy the food

and it 1s not necessarily to enjoy the music. I

don't think --

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: We are not intending

of bringing -- it's to be able to play a little

louder at night.

ATTY SEAN HOPE: The iPod can play music

and it plugs into a speaker. There wouldn't be

any additional speakers. There may be an AMP.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Will the jazz

band be amplified?
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CHRISTOPHE MULLER: They have their own

amplifier.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Other

gquestions?

FIRE CHIEF GERALD REARDON: Any intention

on doing cover charge or anything for this?

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: No.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: Any reason for

the change of name, doing business as?

Weren't you affiliated with another

restaurant in Boston as well?

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: That restaurant

closed last week. And one of the former partner

at the first location is not involved with us.

Since they closed, we figured it would be a

better idea to change the name.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: Is this the

only restaurant now with that name as opposed to

multiple sites?
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CHRISTOPHE MULLER: Yes.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: One of the

effects of changing the name it puts more

emphasis on the bar aspect by specifying in the

name, which of course our general practice has

been try to not have a lot of bars, but to have a

lot of restaurants that coincidentally serve

alcohol.

So I'm -- I don't know, do you know, Ms.

Lint, 1if we have other establishments in the city

which are restaurant and bar as part of their

official name?

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: I'm

thinking we probably do.

Temple Bar.

There's probably others.

But Mr. Chair, I would like to just

clarify something for Mr. Muller.

He indicated that if they have a 1:00
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a.m. license, that means all glasses, bottles,

everything off the bar at 1:30.

If there's still patrons in the

establishment at quarter of two, that's a

violation.

Because you did mention that it's

sometimes quarter of two. And you should be

aware that would be a violation.

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: I'm talking about the

weekend.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: I

misunderstood that.

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: I did

not. And I wanted to make sure he understood.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Thank you for

pointing that out.

ATTY SEAN HOPE: I do think the change of

name, as Mr. Muller said, is to avoid any type of

trademark issues with the O Sushi that was
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previously at the Westin.

But I also think this is a

branding/marketing. But the layout of the

establishment itself will never be turning into a

saloon.

There is a bar but they are serving

sushi.

The name itself I don't think is going to

drive a different type of patron to the area.

It is a sushi restaurant. And I would

say the -- the board did ratify the name change

and I don't think it's gonna shift any of the

patrons or type the occupancy.

There's no TVs in like sports bars and

all the types of things that usually come along

with a place that's 50/50 bar and restaurant.

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: We want to be very

careful not to bring in a bar crowd.

We have been doing good with the food.
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POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: Mr. Hope

alluded to the fact there was slippage in the

prior restaurant to the point where it became

almost a nightclub operation. We don't want to

see it going in that direction again.

So I think we're worried that you are now

kinda changing a little bit and we want to make

sure you go all the way where you find it is more

lucrative to sell alcohol and not food.

CHRISTOPHE MULLER: We know that will be

the end of our restaurant if we do that. It is

not our intention.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Are there

members of the public who would like to be heard

on this matter?

Please come forward.

I ask you to state and spell your last

name for the record.

The way they are approaching the

committee is completely different than the

previous folks that had that space, which is a

changeling space. We know that.
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But I think that what we have seen 1is

that the reputation of the restaurant is

increasing every week.

You see more patrons there. And it would

be, I think, a lovely amenity to have the music

and the brunch.

But we certainly would not, and I don't

believe this is the direction he's going 1in,

condone going in that direction where it becomes

a nightclub because that's just not gonna work.

These guys have been terrific. And we

support their application and they continue to be

responsible and constant, steady good partners to

The Square.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Thank you very

much.

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Anything else you would like to add, Mr.

Hope?

ATTY SEAN HOPE: No.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: So seeing no

further comment, I'll make the motion to approve

the change in the name for doing business and

also to approve the amendment to the

existing entertainment license as specified in

the agenda.

D/B/A CANCUN TAQUEIRA Y MAS.

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT:

Application: Cancun Mexican Grill, LLC,

d/b/a Cancun Taqueira y Mas. Areli Sahagun,

manager, holder of a common victualer license at

1105 Massachusetts Avenue has applied for a new

all alcoholic beverages as a restaurant license
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at said address. The hours will remain the same

as the current common victualer license, 11:00 to

1:00 a.m. seven days per week.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Good evening.

Be so kind to state and spell your last

names for the record and identify your

affiliation with the application.

ARELTI SAHAGUN: A-R-E-L-I S-A-H-A-G-U-N.

Manager and owner.

FELIX SANTANA: Good evening.

My name is Felix, F-E-L-I-X

S-A-N-T-A-N-A. Also I'm manager of the

restaurant.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: So tell us a

little more about the business and about how long

you have been in operation and the reason for

this request.

ARELTI SAHAGUN: We have been open for

about three months.
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Originally our concept was to do a fast

food Mexican restaurant when we came to see you

guys.

Throughout the weeks, we have noticed

between these three months, customers are

requesting margaritas with the Mexican food. It

is part of our culture to do margaritas. And we

have been losing customers everyday because we

don't serve alcohol.

And the restaurant slowly turned into a

full-service restaurant. We had to take down our
take-out menu. It wasn't what the community
wanted.

We decided to look for a liquor license.

We wanted to purchase one. But it was way over

our price range, and they did not want to

negotiate price.

Half a million dollars for a liquor

license 1is out of our possibilities.
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FELIX SANTANA: Pretty much, yeah, what

she said, i1t's turned into a sit-down dine-in

place.

Our business has been growing. It's been

successful. But sometimes we do have the

customer that comes in and wanting some alcohol

with their food. And we decided to apply for

this license not to make it a bar or anything

like that.

I don't know.

First thing when a person thinks about a

Mexican restaurant, as she said, margarita with

your food or pina colada or something like

that.

And that's the reason —-- the main reason

we applied for the license.

ARELI SAHAGUN: Here I have an article

from the Boston Globe. We're -- customers across

the street mentioned that we are a great
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restaurant but we are missing our margaritas.

And not only that, attached there I have

the email of -- the last email of the person I

was talking with the liquor license and it

clearly shows there the price range.

We come from a background of experience

and we understand the responsibilities having a

liquor license.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: Can you talk

about your experience.

ARELI SAHAGUN: Overall we grew up in the

restaurant business. My parents had a restaurant

for ten years.

My husband's family still has

restaurants. They have been in business for 20

years.

Before I came here to Boston, I was

working in a winery. I was international and

national sales manager.
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I had experience with events serving

liquor, serving wine. Traveling to Mexico and

Canada for distribution.

So I have experience in handling it

responsibly.

FELIX SANTANA: And my experience, I have

been a bartender and waiting tables and managing

the restaurant for the parents and I have uncles

with restaurants.

Like she said, we come from the West

Coast, and we moved this way and want to break

the ice.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: So one of the

concerns we often have 1s that an applicant may

come 1in and seek a common victualer license

without alcohol and then that was part of the

plan from the beginning to come back later.

I'm not sure that I understand why with

the experience you've had and what you cite, as I
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take it, as sort've the cultural expectations,

that either you didn't seek the liquor license in

the beginning or that, in fact, you always

intended to seek the liquor license but preferred

to get your foot in the door first.

I would 1like some reaction to why it is

now after three months you are here as opposed to

if it were so necessary your making it a part of

the application in the beginning.

ARELI SAHAGUN: Originally we named the

restaurant Cancun Taqueira meaning you order your

food and you leave or you sit down.

The clients when they come in, they

requested a full service. They want chips and

salsa. They want to be waited on.

The majority of the customers do redquest

alcohol, and the ones that know, come back. But

they don't come back for dinner, and the reason

of -- we are losing business instead of gaining
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business, and we want to serve the community what

they are asking for.

I don't know if any other Mexican

restaurant within the Harvard Square location

that's a full service. I know there's other

places. But I guess we were going to stand out

from the other locations, and we want to make

something different and provide margaritas, and

we want to do it within the rules and laws of the

State of Massachusetts.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: So is your

sense you had originally planned to have a pretty

substantial take-out trade and that has not

actually developed?

ARELI SAHAGUN: No.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: And your

reasons for that is you just don't think that's

what people are interested in. They, in fact,

want the sit down. Am I describing your view of
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it right?

ARELI SAHAGUN: They don't want to --

that was our concept originally. And the

response to it was differently.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: How many seats

do you have?

ARELT SAHAGUN: 62 .

CHATIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Other

gquestions?

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: So aside from

some customers occasionally asking for alcohol,

can you demonstrate to us that there's an overall

demand and need for an alcohol license for your

restaurant?

In other words, do you have any evidence

other than your telling us that you've had some

people asking for alcohol and then either leave

or not come back, 1s there any petitions or

anything to suggest that that would really change
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your business plan?

One of the things the Chairman indicated

you had one plan three months ago and to come

back three months later to drastically change

that plan is a little disconcerting.

And the other thing we are concerned

about too on the one hand you are telling us the

business is growing and then you also say you are

losing business. I'm trying to reconcile that.

FELIX SANTANA: As far as that goes, the

business is doing good. I mean we are not going

to go bankrupt or anything like that.

But there could be more business is what

she's meaning.

And also as far as the demand, you can

look at our Yelp reviews and there's reviews

there that say hopefully we get booze later on so

on and so forth.

But there's some reviews there.
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We didn't want to print those out because

I know —-- we know that some businesses are

kind've iffy about that stuff. Some businesses

we know, that they'll pay somebody to put a good

review up there, and that's why we didn't want to

do that.

But there is that -- that is one example

of the demand. We don't have like written

letters that we could bring to you guys stating

we need an alcohol license.

But as far as I goes, just people in a

come in and some they leave, and that's --

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: Can you

explain to the applicants the three conditions we

look at in terms of approval an all alcohol

liquor license.

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: What

the Board considers is that there's a need for

another alcohol license in the area. Not that
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you need it. But that the neighborhood needs

it.

That there would be no harm to the

neighborhood.

And that you have overwhelming

neighborhood support.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: So when you

talk about providing that, we need that evidence

to support that. It is not that we don't agree

with what you are saying.

ARELI SAHAGUN: And there's people in the

audience that came to support us.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: What you may

need to think about of doing, from my

perspective, 1is going back -- oftentimes we see

petitions from people, either people that go past

your restaurant or customers that indicate that

they are coming there and have an expectation and

would like to have alcohol served and that's one
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way of getting over that hurdle.

But I'm -- your representations right now

doesn't, in my mind, make that threshold for me.

Or meet that threshold.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Other

gquestions or comments?

FIRE CHIEF GERALD REARDON: That location

is a tough location. I've visited your street.

As the Commissioner said, the fact it 1is

only has been three months, and it looks as

though the original plan you came in for is not

working.

ARELI SAHAGUN: It fell apart.

FIRE CHIEF GERALD REARDON: I guess I

have the same thing, obviously we have to turn

around and follow the regulations. But at the

same time, one feels as though it is an attempt

to salvage something that may not be there.

Hopefully it is for you.
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FELIX SANTANA: The business that was

there, not the one prior to us, but there was a

Chinese place, and they had a license. And it

sounds like they were in business for a long

time. But they went out of business because they

burned down or something like that. They were

serving alcohol. And I don't know how long ago

that was. But people came in and said they were

doing really good. I don't know how long ago

that.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: One thing I'm

trying to assess, and I can't figure it out, 1is

whether or not you are really in dire straights.

I heard you say, Well, you know, business

is good. We're not going to go bankrupt or

anything. Then I thought I heard you say that

model fell apart. So maybe that's just the

take-out. I'm trying to understand how critical

or central the license 1is your survivability in
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your view.

ARELI SAHAGUN: When I mean that fell

apart, meaning the restaurant concept changed.

Not the business itself.

That's what I meant by that.

And --

CHATIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: You are

talking about the flip from being take-out to

full sit-down?

ARELTI SAHAGUN: Yeah.

It is not that it hurt the business but

we know that we could do better and we wouldn't

be losing customers if we had that service.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Thank you.

Are there members of the public that

would like to be heard on this matter?

Please come forward.

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LEO CROWLEY: My name is Leo

C-R-O-W-L-E-Y.

I'm an employee for the American

Repertory Theater. And the venue manager at

Obern Theater O-B-E-R-N. That's a theater based

right across the street from Cancun Taqueira vy

Mas.

And I'm here to speak on their behalf.

They have been a welcome addition to the

neighborhood. They have took an empty store

front sitting there that looked derelict and

spruced it up. It's a nice presence.

Since day one they have worked with us.

They partnered with us to help us out with

events.

And they are very responsible and very

responsive. And I know that a lot of people in

the neighborhood feel that.

CHATIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Thank you very
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much.

Any other members of the public that

would like to be heard on this matter?

Please come forward and we'll let the

record note that this is Ms. Jillson again.

DENISE JILLSON: Thank you.

So this 1s interesting.

You know they have only been in business

three months.

But they also immediately became members

of The Association. And participated in

Octoberfest.

You know, they were front and center and

main stage and people just loved what they had to

offer.

They were serving burritos from noon
until 6:00, and they really -- it was lovely to
see.

They are such a young couple and just
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starting out, and I do think that the business

model probably did change because people do want

to go in, and if you get an opportunity to read

the Globe article, they talk about the quality of

food and how authentic it is.

And you know, we know what happened to

the restaurant that was 1in there before. They

didn't make it. They simply just didn't make it.

And I think they are competing -- there's

the sushi restaurant, Cafe sushi. There's The

Dolphin upstairs. And I think that, you know,

they are tucked away.

It is a very -- sort've they are in that

corner by the ramp. You can't really see them.

They are going to have something that

they offer people to come in and sit down and

certainly having a Cervza or glass of wine or

margaritas with a Mexican meal is -- I think it

is an important component to the whole dining
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experience.

So I would say this, I understand that

perhaps they should have done a written petition,

and they can go back and do that, and I'm certain

they can get the required number of signatures

and the support from the neighborhood. And maybe

that ought to happen.

But I will say that this, I don't know

that they will really be able to survive. Lamone

(phonetic) was there probably less than a year or

about a year. And without offering a full

complement, I really don't see how they are going

to be able to compete in a market that says this

is all part of the dining experience.

So I hope we can work something out. If

it means they are asked to come back in a few

months with petitions or whatever, but it

certainly is something that we would be willing

to support.
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CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Thank you very

much.

From day one, the Taqueira has been a

supporter not only of the student communities,

but organizations like the Harvard Advocate and

Harvard Lampoon. And I can attest their volume

has changed in the three months they have been

there.

We have done both take-out and eat-in
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restaurant experiences with them. And the latter

has been really qualitatively different in the

way they may not have foreseen.

We want to continue supporting them in

the restaurant, and I think that if where they

allowed to serve alcohol beverages there, that

would really be a wonderful addition.

Like we —-- you already know that the
location is very difficult. But students have
been going out there. The university has been

going out there to support them because of the

quality is so good.

But I think it might be difficult to

sustain that without also being allowed to serve

beverages.

If it comes to the event that we have to

do some kind of petition, we would be happy to

rally up a lot of the university.

I can promise you, the demand is there.
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And they have been great supporters of us.

I think if it is up for consideration,

the demand among our population is definitely

there.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: I would ask

that if you are going to support their endeavors,

make sure people sign a petition old enough to

consume alcoholic beverages.

KRITHIKA VARAGUR: Sure.

CHATIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Thank you very

much.

Please come forward and state and spell

your last name for the record and I ask you to

speak up so that all members of the audience can

hear you.

TYLER RICHARD: My name is Tyler

R-I-C-H-A-R-D.
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And like Krithika, I'm a Harvard student.

I'm a Harvard senior. I'm president of the

Harvard Advocate, which is Harvard's literary

magazine and I wanted to come and speak to the

relationship that our institution, which numbers

about 90 people, has with Cancun Taqueira.

So, I guess, Jjust to give a little bit

about myself, I'm from San Antonio. I'm a big

fan of the cuisine of Latin American coming from

Texas.

One thing I can say is that Cancun

Taqueira y Mas sort've fulfills a role that other

Latin American or Mexican restaurants in The

Square does not serve or offer, which is both a

sit-down, a nice sit-down environment, and also I

guess like a very good authentic Mexican food

where you have, for example, Fillipe's in the

square, a lovely institution, but it is not the

best place to have a sit-down dinner for 20
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people.

You also have Border Cafe, which is much

more lively and boisterous than, say, i1f you want

to have a dinner for 20 people. And what The

Advocate does, we have staff dinners where we

have 20 people come, 20 members. We also have

catering and do smaller dinners when we have

guests come.

For example, it is the go-to place when

we have say (inaudible ) 1like from MIT, who is

like -- we have had Pulitzer Price winners come,

and people who are very entrenched in national

and sort've Boston-based culture. And we go

there because we are able to enjoy great food and

also have this sort've ambience where we can get

to know them and not have to be overwhelmed by

say the boisterous noise of other Mexican

restaurants in The Square.

And so I wanted to voice our support, and
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sort've highlight the unigque role and also having

serving drinks, would, I feel, like make -- would

not Jjeopardize the unique ambience of the

restaurant. It would not lead to boisterousness.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Any other

members of the public that would like to be

heard?

Have a seat if you like, sir, please ask

you to state and spell your last name for the

record and tell us why you are appealing this

decision.

ROMUARD CHERY: Good evening,

Commissioner, and my name is Romuard Chery,

R-0-M-U-A-R-D. Last name C-H-E-R-Y.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: How long have

you had a Hackney license in the City?

ROMUARD CHERY: 22 years.
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CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Ms. Lint, can

you tell us the basis for the decision to deny a

renewal?

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: Yes.

It was Officer Szeto that denied Mr.

Chery's application to go back to the taxi

school.

His license has -- had not been renewed

because, he -- without wanting to put too much of

the matter on the record, it was based on an

arrest in 2012 that had a guilty verdict and that

was a felony matter where he's on a suspended

sentence.

The rules and regulations of the Hackey

division of Cambridge License Commission clearly

state anyone who has had a conviction of a

criminal offense, particularly a felony, within

the past seven years is not eligible to hold a

Hackney license in the City.

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EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: There

was a police report from the Cambridge Police

Department that what the reporting officer

indicated was that it was an assault and battery

on a public employee, trespassing, and

resisting arrest after striking a hospital police

officer.

CHATIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: So 1f you care

to answer, sir, was the individual who was

assaulted a security officer at the hospital?

ROMUARD CHERY: Yes.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Yes?

ROMUARD CHERY: Yes.

CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: Thank you.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: Did the court

amend the charges or do -- when they found --

ROMUARD CHERY: They didn't find me

guilty.

So I

checked with another lawyer and he say actually

not pled guilty because I have -- it was a

misdemeanor charge and I should not pled guilty

to it and I should go forward with trial.

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: If

you look at the bottom of the page, the -- what

is circled down the bottom is the reason why his

Hackney license originally was not renewed.
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CHAIRMAN MICHAEL GARDNER: This is from

an incident in 200772

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: 2005. At

least he was a rained in 2005. It didn't go to

trial until 2006. It was a guilty finding. It

was continued to 2007.

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: That

was the basis for the nonrenewal.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: Initially?

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: Yes.

POLICE CHIEF ROBERT HAAS: It doesn't

look like from the documents they downgraded the

charges from a felony to a misdemeanor.

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR ELIZABETH LINT: It

does not.
